fore the rebellion, when it compelled the party 
into the championship of slavery, There was 
not the slightest doubt as to the attitude of the 
south on this question. When the south went 
into the rebcilien it declared in the confeder- 
ate constitution that po bounty should ever be 
granted fromthe treasury, nor any law be 
enacted to foster or enéourage any branch of 
industry whatever. That had been the sol- 
eimn| declaration of southern democrats, and 
they ietieved now as they had believed then. 
These southern gentlemen learned v slowly 
and forgot as siowly and they were blind to- 
day to the marvels which were being wrought 
in their midst under the protective tariff. The 
democratic party had come into power in the 
house of representatives in the forty-fourth 
congress and held power in that house ever 
since, except in the 47th congress: and it had 
illustrated its promotion to power by demand- 
lig that the tariff be revised and the whole 
business of the country be disturbed. The 
democratic chairmen of the committee of the 
Ways and meaussinece then had been Fernando 
Wood, with Rag@olph Tucker as an assistant 
and William R. Morrison. Today all three of 
them are out and ont democratic 
free traders: and today Mr. Mills, of 
Texas, was chairman of that committee, and 
Mills was even acrank in his devotion to the 
principles of free trade, and indorsed the mes- 
sage of the president, 

The distinguished speaker of the house (for 
whom he had profound esteem) in his devotion 
to the principles of free trade, had dared, in 
the last congress, to arrogate to himself almost 
despotic powers and to declare from his high 
place that he would recognize no member of 
the house to make any motion to cut down the 
surprus uubess it was first submitted to a 
democratic caucus. The democratic secretary 
of the treasnry had also joined in the song of 
free traders, apparently with all his heart. In 
tine. he was surprised that all democratic lead- 
ers agreed with the president except that they 
had not the president’s boldness or honesty. 

Republicans took up the president's gauntlet 
of free trade with great pleasure, and joined 
issue with the democrats. Republicans de- 
claved that instead of-the tariff being vicious, 
illogical and inequitable, it increased marvel- 
ously the prosperity of this country; and that 
instead of duty being a tax paid by the con- 
sumer, no instance could be found in which 
the duty had not decreased to the consumers 
As to the 
surpius, it was democratic incapacity, he said, 
which caused it; and now the country had to 
look out fo see that the same democratic in- 
capacity, in adininistering the ‘medicine, did 
not give poison and kill the patient. He was 
asimuch against the surplusas the president 
was, but he was not frightened at it. He 


| would rather have a surplus than a deficit. 


If there wes an honest purpose to get rid of 
the surplus. it conld be done without the 
slightest difficulty. In the first place, some of 
it orght to be expended wisely in coast defen- 
ses, in increasing the navy, in building up the 
merchant marine and in educating the people, 
The senator 
from North Carolina (Vance) had indicated a 
way to prevent the surplas; and the senator 
from Georgia (Brown) had proposed a way 
which would do it beyond all manner of ques- 
That was to repeal all the internal rev- 
But his democratic friends and 
their allies—the distillers and brewers, and 
saloon Ekeepers—had recently developed a 
wonderful regard fortemperance, and had be- 
come great temperance champions, protesting 
against whisky being made cheaper. 

But he told them that the temperance senti- 
ment of the country was rapidly crystalizing 
into the opinion that the sooner the tax on 
whisky was repealed the better and quicker the 
principles of temperance would be subserved. 
He could see, however, one or two obPiections to 
its repeal: and one of them was that so much 
revenue could not be spared. He (Frye) fa- 
vored abolishing the duty on sugar and paying 

(merican sugar producers a fbounty. equal to 
the tax taken off. But if the purpose of the 
democratic party was to destroy the tariff and 
to cripple and absolutely destroy some of the 
industries of the country the president's method 
could, of course. do that. 

The Blair educational bill was then taken 
up and discussed by that senator for nearly an 
hour, when at °:50 the senate proceeded to ex- 
ecutive business.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY HARRIS RESIGNS 


Because He Was Charged With Taking a Too 
Active Part in Potitics—The Loulse- 
jana Republicans. 


JACKSON, Miss., Jamnary 25.—[Special.j—- 


It bas been known for seVeral days by a few 
personal friends of the United States district 
attorney, J. B.*‘Harris, that he had forwarded 
his resignation. The following is a copy of the 
same: 

JACKSON, Miss., January 16, 1888.—His Excellency, 
the President of the United States, Washington, 
D. C.—Sir: On the 23d of June, 18:6, 1 was commis- 
sioned by you toactas United States attorney for 
the southern district of Mississippi. I accepted the 
office, fully recognizing the fact that it was a public 
trust, and one to be administered in perfect har- 
mony with the plans and purposes ofthe adminis- 
wation under which it is hel@;and that no subord- 
inate officer, either in his official or 
individual capacity, should assimme any attitude 
which would embarrass the superior through whom 
he held office. : 

A few dayssince a municipal election was held 
in this city, and. asa citizen and individual, I was 
callelupon to take a “somewhat prom‘nent part. 
The fact relating to this election and my connectton 
therewith have been placed before you. As to the 
part taken by me, [ have no explanaiion or excuse 
to offer further than that | acted,in my judginent. 
only as any good citizen should actin a matter so 
deeply affecting the material interests of the people 
with whom his lot fs cast. 

Inasmuch, however, as much has been said in 
various papers relating to this election and my 
connection therewith, which may tend toembarrass 
you, and in order to relieve you from any constraint 
in the matter, I hereby respectfully tender my resig- 
nation of the office with which you have honored 
mic, the resignation to take effect at such tinte as 
yon may indicate.

MISSISSIPPI LEGISLATION. 


The Constitutional Convention Bill in the 
Hands of the Governor. 

JACKSON, Miss., January 23.—[ Special). }|—In 
the senate, Wilson’s bill to punish frauds in 
primary elections, was referred after a lively 
debate. The bill to require an educational 
qualification for jurors was recommitted to the 
judiciary committee, which previously sent it 
in with an unfavorable report. A bill was 
passed containing severe penalties for failing 
to properly list property for assessment. Dil- 
land’s bill was passed to prevent the statute of 
limitation running against convicts during im- 
prisonment as regards their right to bring civil 
suit to recover damages for personal injuries 
sustained during confinement. 

In the houge the senate bill requiring the 
publication of a petition by an applicant for a 
license to retail was killed. <A bill authoriz- 
ing the city of Meridian to subscribe to the 
capital stock of the Warrior Coal Fields rail- 
road was passed, and now goes to the governor. 
Action on the bill taking perquisites away, 
and giving district attorneys salaries of $2,500, 
was deferred. The district attorneys, as a rule, 
oppose this change. 

The appointment of joint committees by the 
senate to memoralize congress in relation 
to the withdrawal from sale of the 
public lands of this state was concurred in by 
the house. Bills were introduced to sell the 
governor's mansion; to reduce the number of 
railroad commissioners from three to one, at a 
salary of $3,000 per annum; to appropriate 
S$? .000 toward the erection of a confederate 
monument at this place; to greatly increase 
the penalty for carrying concealed weapons in 
this place: to amend the law in relation to the 
attachment for rent due, and to amend chapter 
38 of the code in relation to insurance compa- 
nies. 

The constitutional convention bill is still in 
the hands of the governor. 
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LOUISIANA REPUBLICANS, 


Meeting of the State Convention at New 
Orleans. 

New Ortrans, January 23.--The republican 
state convention was called to order at noon in 
Washington Artillery hall, in this city, by 
General A. 8. Badger, chairman of the state 
central commtitee. The total number of dele- 
gates elected was 468 and there were present 
206 delegates, whose elections had not been 
contested. In four parishes and seven city 
wards the elections of delegates were contes- 
ted. The attendance was fully 500, including 
delegates, proxies and alternates, most of the 
prominent republicans of the state being pres- 
ent Thomas A. Cage, of Terre Bonne, was 
elected temporary chairman. He at once ap- 
pointed a committee on credentials and the 
convention took a recess until six p. m. 

The convention met again at 6 o’clock, ap- 
pointed committees and adjourned to noon to- 
morrow. Besides nominating a state ticket. 
this convention will elect four delegates for 
the state at large to the national republican 
convention, and members from various dis- 
tricts will select two delegates from each dis- 


trict.

A Living Link Between Colonial Times and 
the Present. 


Fuint, Mich., January 23.—There is at pres- 
ent living at Elv:.

rmonth from Uncle Sam as the widow of 

eter Tuman, who fought with the colonial 
troops for the independence of America. Mrs. 
Morton was twice married, and is at the pres- 
ent time es ort years ofage. She was 
born in a log cabin at Poultney, Vt., in 1810, 
of Scotch parentage. Her mother was thrice 
married, and the subject of this sketch can 
yet faintly remember living with her 
mother and stepfather No.1,on board the 
Queen Charlotte, a man-of-war, during the 
trying times of 1812, but she did not remain 
long with them,as her stepfather’s cruelty 
compelled her mother to send young Charlotte 
to an uncle at Independence, Ohio, in order to 
save her from bodily harm. She remained at 
Independence with her uncle till she arrived 
atthe ageof eighteen, and was known as 
Olive Charlotte Scott. On August 6, 1829, 
when she had reached the age of eighteen, she 
married Peter Tuman, who waz thena wid- 
ower, six ven years old, and the father of 
thirteen children. Tuman had married first 
when he was twenty-two. 

‘At the age of fourteen anda haif years he 
had enlisted as a mere boyin the coloniai 
troops, and served his country faithfully six 
and one-half years, losing but four days’ time.

TWO TARPEEL FAILURES.S 
Invelving an Amount of About One Hundred 
Thousand Doliars. 

RALEIGH, N.C., January 23.—[Special. }— 
Today news was received of the failure of two 
of the largest and best known firms in castern 
North Carolina, involving at least one hund- 
red thousand dollars.

Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry, chairman of 
the legislative committee appointel to recom- 
mend the most humane method of executing 
criminals, was a member of the sheriff's jury 
at the hanging of Dan Driscoll this morning. 
He expressed himself as much pleased witls 
| the quickness of death, but said thatin view of 
the numerous bungling hangings, the recom- 
wwendation of the use of electricity would be 
persisted in. 

ldriscoll was a professional criminal, and hig 
proticiency in his trade has made him the 
leader of one of the toughest gangs that has 
ever cursed the metropolis. They called 
themselves **Whyces,”’ from their proud cry of 
exultation, recognition or warning. Tho 
woman he killed was his companion, and the 
bullet which killed her was intended fora 
man against whom Driscoll had a grudge. 
Driscoll was sent to the penitentiary at the 
age of seventeen for pockct-picking and had 
served several terms, aggregating seven years. 
Hfis trial has been stubborniy contested. His 
companions in crime have raised all the money 
necessary to emplov skillful lawyers and ex- 
hausted every means known to defeat or delay 
the ends of justice.

MAXWELL MUST SWING. 


The Supreme Court of the United States 
Dismisses the Writ. 


WASHINGTON, January 25.—Ten or twelve | 


decisions were rendered by the supreme court 
of the United States todav, but none of them 
were of general interest except that in the 
case of Hugh M. Brooks, alias W.H. Maxwell, 
against the state of Missouri. This 
famous Maxwell-Preller murder case. Brooks, 
or Maxwell, plaintiff in error, is now in prison 
in the city of St. Louis under sentence of 
death for the murder of C. Arthur Preller, in 
April, 1885. The case was brought to this 
court upon a writ of error to the supreme 
court of Missouri and the decision here is upon 
a motion made by the attorney-general of that 
state to dismiss for want of jurisdiction. This 
court is unable, after a careful examination of 
the record, to find that plaintiff in error has 
been deprived of any rights, privileges or 
immunity guaranteed to him by the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and the motion to 
dismiss for want of jurisdiction is therefore 
granted. 

The decision was announced by Chief Jus- 
tice Waite, and its effect is to affirm the 
sentence of death pronounced by the state 
court.

A law in itself may be a_— good 
one, but if to enforce § it causes 
destruction of property and till worse destruc- 
tion to the soul and body, then it isa bad 
law. 

If it was necessary for our government to 
ehforce obnoxious laws in order to raise reve-

Where is home protection in a tariff that is 
collected from the people of the household ? 

The tax on tobacco is more destructive to 
the producer than is the revenue on liquor, 
for on them a profit can be realized after the 
payment of al) demands, while the tax on 
tobacco kills all competition between the man- 
ufacturers, so far as buying is concerned, so the 
result is that the producer is obliged to sell his 
product in the hand at prices that do not 
justify him. He is loser, while he might gain 
if allowed to do as he pleased with that which 
is his own.

The chief argument of those who favor 
the perpetuation of the internal revenue 
system—a system that is at once undemo-

the excise taxes would flood the country 
with “free whisky.’’ This is an argument 
invented by the whisky ring, and, like all 
arguments in favor of the internal revenue 
system, is a fraud on its face. 

It is used by the free traders and the 
agents of the whisky ring to impress the 
temperance people of the country, and a 
great many changes are rung on it. “Do 
you want free whisk) *? yells the agent of 
the whisky ring; ‘do you want cheap 
whisky?’ shouts the editor who-takes his 
cue from Brother Watterson. 

There can be no doubt that the little 
fellows are very much in earnest, but the 
fact remains that there is not an intelligent 
temperance man or prohibitionist in the 
country who takes stock in such an absurd 
argument, for these people have made it 
their business to know that whisky was 
never cheaper nor freer, so far as the retail 
business is concerned, than it is now; and 
that the consumption has never been greater. 

Consequently, when the highly moral 
agents of the whisky ringshriek: ‘Do you 
want the country flooded with cheap whis- 
ky?’’ the temperance people quietly inform 
them that the flood of cheap whisky was 

never heavier nor nastier than it is today. 
The ring has made so much more whisky 
than the country needs that it is compelled 
to export large quantities abroad to avoid 
the payment of thetax due on it. 

There are some facts about the whisky 
business that our free trade friends persist- 
ently refuse to discuss. Inthe first place, 
the tax of ninety centsa gallon on whisky 
is the only incentive that the illicit distiller 
has. If he pays the tax and conforms to 
the law, he cannot compete in the market 
with the gifted members of the whisky ring, 
who have large and costly plants and won- 
derful facilities for producing the stuff. If 
he manages to evade the revenue officers, 
he is enabled to make a handsome profit. 

So that, after all is said, the illicit distill- 
ing which has been going on, will con- 
tinue to goonas long as the law offers 
them a bribe of ninety cents on each gallon. 
The whisky ring thinks it would have great 
competition if the tax were abolished, but 
perhaps its fears outrun the facts. Hew 
could a mountain still, composed of a wash 
pot anda gun barrel§ compete with the great 
whisky plants of Illinois and Kentucky? 

In the second place, the tax of ninety 
gente a gallon offers a large premium on 
adulterations, and as this business can be 
carried on with little or no risk of detection, 
and, in fact, is so carried on, who shall rise 
up and say that the tax is in the interests of 
health and temperance, or that it isin any 
sense restrictive? How much of the whisky 
that is now offered for sale is genuine, and 
how much bogus? Who shall undertake to 
say? And yet the tax isacontinual tempta- 
tion to those who have the art of combining 

water and alcohol with afew deadly drugs 
60 as to make the whisky that is largely sold 
at retail. 

Asa well-known temperance writer, Mr. 
Alfred Griffin, says: ‘*The removal of the 


tax would at once reduce the premium on™ 


villainy ninety cents a galloh, and the profit 
on adulterations would be reduced toa few 
cents a gallon, and less impure liquors 
would be made.’’ 

Will our free trade friends give us some 
fresh arguments against the repeal of the 
infamous internal revenue system?

Southern iomiendo ond Immigration. 

The Baltimore and Ohio railroad has no 
great reputation for enterprise and public 
spirit, but it has now entered into a project 
which will not only develop the country 


| along its line, but will add greatly to its own 


business in the near future. 

The company proposes to do what it can 
to develop the vast fracts of fertile land 
along its lines, especially in West Virginia. 
To that end the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
announces that it will assist in every way 
thé immigration movement that has recently 
sprung up in that section, and it makes 
some exceedingly liberal offers. 

The company will send out circulars and 
practical treatises setting forth the ad- 
vantages that wait, in that region, for im- 
migration and business enterprise. House- 
hold effects and building material actually 
to be used in the construction of dwellings 
for immigrants will be transported over the 
Baltimore and Ohio lines at one-half the 
present freight rates. 

More than this, workmen engaged in 
making improvements at points along the 
lines of the road will be required to pay 
only half fare, and free transportation will 
be furnished to families and domestics who 
are on their way to take original possession 
of dwelling houses constructed. Increased 
train facilities and road equipments will be 
supplied as rapidly as the public may de- 
mand, 

This is quite a stride forward on the part 
of this corporation, which has heretofore 
been the very embodiment of that plodding 
and cautious conservatism that has kept the 
south back so long, and it is to be hoped 


| that the example thus set will be followed 


by the southern trunk lines. 

It has been demonstrated, we think, that 
the class of immigration which the south 
needs, and which is most desirable, will 
never be induced to come here until the 
southern railroads take the matter in hand. 
By thus organizing measures for the rapid 
development of the south, the roads will be 
helping themselves quite as much as they 


help others, and it seems to us that they | 


would find such measures profitable even 
from the standpoint of selfish interest.

The Panama Capal Collapse. 

It seems that after all his earnest en- 
deavors to finish the Panama canal, M, 
DeLesseps is to see his pet scheme go up in 
smoke. France has drawn the line on giving 


him any more money, and no other govern- 


ment will come to his rescue. 

The last scheme of the great engineer to 
raise funds with which to carry on the work 
was to establish a lottery loan on an im- 
mense scale. He applied to France to au- 
thorize and permit this, and urged that ‘‘it 
was a vital and absolute necessity to the en- 
terprise that his request be granted,’’ 
However, the French government didn’t see 
it that way, and in consequence work on the 
Panama canal is not likely to continue much 
longer. 

The failure of the French government to 
indorse the DeLesseps lottery scheme is not 
surprising after certain developments in the 
National Spanish lottery, which is operated 
by the government of Spain. In the last 
drawing the capital prize, equivalent to 
$500,000, was drawn by the minister of war, 
and the second prize, equivalent to about 


$400,000, went to another high lord of the | : 
| experiments. 


realm, ‘This strange coincidence could not 
be sufficiently explained to the Spanish peo- 
ple, who thought that it was rather strange 
that the manipulators of the enterprise 
should so unanimously receive its greatest 
benefits. It is more probable, however, that 
the Spanish minister of war and the other 
dignitary who played such a good joke on 
the Spanish people, will receive more bene- 
fits from the awards of their lottery than the 
Panama canal could have received from the 


lottery scheme of M. DeLesseps: not that | 


the old fellow would not have devoted the 
full returns to the completion of the work, 
but that the French people did not have 
faith enough in the enterprise to give their 
backing to its completion. They have the 
greatest confidence in the wonderful man 
who made the Suez canal, but somehow or 
other they have lost their enthusiasm over 
the Panama canal. They find that it is 
millions and millions of dollars in debt and 
that work is scarcely begun. Obstacles have 
‘been encountered which, experts say, makes 


a successful completion of the canal impos- | 


sible. However, DeLesseps still retains his 
old-time confidence in the undertaking, and 
says that he will yet live to see the waters 


of the Atlantic and Pacific connected by his |

Other means than death 
The principal object of 
the death penalty is the establishment of an 
example by which others may be deterred 
from taking human life and committing 
other crimes which are, and should be, pun- 
ishable with death, Therefore it seems to 
us that as such anexample the death of a 
criminal by painlggs means, would have the 
same effect as if inflicted by crue] and more 
violent forms. 

Death itself, as a punishment for crimes 
deserving it, is the example which the law 
intends should be made to those who would 
wilfully commit a crime, knowing death to 
be the penalty. Such a person would not 
be the less deterred from committing crime 
by the knowledge that a death punishment 
would be meted by the gallows rather than 
by electricity. He sees before him death as 
a frightful penalty and if he deliberately 
incurs it, it is the duty of society to inflict it 
as example to others. 

But should this punishment be inflicted 
by humane or cruel processes? The exam- 
ple is made no more striking by cruelty; for 
amore horrible form of death does not make 
the penalty itself any greater. We rather 
agree with the report of the New York com- 
mission, and believe that if sucha law as 
they suggest is adopted, it will prove more 
satisfactory than existing methods by which 
the death penalty is new inflicted.

Trusts and their Growth. 

The business of the country appears to be 
drifting into a gigantic system of trusts. 

These trusts are monopolies, and they are 
not ouvly anti-republican and anti-American, 
but they are gradually placing the people at 
the mercy of rings of monopolists. 

Besides the Standard Oi] Trust, the coal, 
cotton seed oil, rubber, telephone and fertilizer 
trusts, there are many others, and 
new ones are rapidly organizing. In New 
York the entire mutton supply of the markets 
is controlled by a score of men, and there is a 
These 
rings have formed close corporations and will 
admit no outsider. They control the meat 
market, and propose to keep it in their hands, 
One day’s supply of mutton is from 20,000 to 
75,000 head of sheep. A farmer is compelled 
to sell his sheep to brokers belonging to the 
ring, and they in turn sell to the ring butchers. 
Of course these trusts can control the supply 
of mutton, and buy and sell at their own fig- 
ures. They have no competition. 

The rope mills have combined themselves 
into a trast, and the paper bag manufacturers, 
the blank-book men, the lard men, the cotton 
duck manufacturers, the electric light com- 
panies, and scores of other lines of business, 
have formed similar combinations. In stee] 
and iron there are trusts and combinations as 
hard and as strong as the metals with which 
they are concerned. The largest and most im- 
portant of these organizations is probably the 
Bessemer Steel association. All the mills in 
the country which turn out steel rails belong

Everything 
that we eat, drink and wear is controlled by a 
“combine.” Our coal, gas and scores of other 
necessities are in the hands of these specula- 
tors. Combination isthe order of the day, 
and it will soon make competition impossi- 
ble.

coal is near at hand. Our immense forests contain 
all that is needed for the commonest requirements 
and for that affording the highest polish for decor- 
ative work, while mountains of marble rise up on 
all sides. In your language, ‘‘what shall we do 
about it?’ You have said, Rome will build halfa 
dozen furnaces in less than that many years. We 
understood this prophecy as indicating the duty of 
Rome, and it is hoped that she will more than ac- 
complish the full task assigned ber. Floyd will 
do ,her duty and other counties will join in the 
work, and Atlanta will invest half a million dollars, 
in the steel works, suggested by you, and 
ten times as much in other kindred indus- 
tries, sO 8001 as you shall have 
made good your laudable pledge to let the world 
know precisely what we have in north Georgia in 
the way of iron ores. 

This people is also more than pleased with the 
firm position you haye taken with reference to the 
Southern Society of Immigration and Development. 

Nothing will be more protential in bringing peo- 


eration on the part of the railroads. Your own Pied- 
mont exposition would never had scored the suc- 
cess which it did had the railroads failed to come

TRYING THE PENNSYLVANIA LODGE. 
Colonel Adolph Brandt Talks of the Action 
of the Knights of Pythias. 

Considerable interest has been aroused al] 
over the United States by the recent action of the 
Knights of Pythias in suspending from their order 
the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. This action was 
taken by a high court convened on last Saturday 
in Cincinnati, for the especial purpose of trying 
certain charges against the Pennsylvania Gram 

Lodge. The tribunal consisted of Messrs. Biack- 
well, Burns, and Adolph Brandt, of Kentucky, 
Ohio and Atlanta, respectively, all members of the 
Supreme Lodge, and presided over by Supreme 
Chancellor Howard Dougias, of Cincinnati. 

Mr. Brandt returned to the city yesterday, and in 
reply to a question said: “Ob, yes, | can tell you in 
a general way about how it was, and in order to 
make myself clearly understood, must begin some 
time back. The Pensylvania grand lodge numbers 
4,000 mem bers,out of thf 210,000 K.of U. in the Uui- 
ted States. Constituting as they do, about one-fifth 
of the total membership, they have naturally arro- 

ated to themselvyer certain liberiies that a weaker 

odge would never claim. On the 
other hand, the ow supreme chancellor 
has made conceesions, or passed over 
their ebullitions in silence, though the very constitu- 
tionand many of the subsequent laws of the Penn 
sylvania grand lodge are in direct opposition io the 
fundamental provisiousof the order. Years ago the 
supreme chancellor suspended this same grand 
lodge for very much the same reason that they were 
susp: nied last Saturday. This was an arbitrary act 
on the part of the supreme chancellor, and in order 
to be binding must receive the approval of tie 
supreme lodge at its next regular meeting. 

“Well, the matter was brought before the si- 
preme lodge, and the grand lodge of Pennsylvania 
made certain concessions and the lodge was again 
admitted inte the order. That was, as I told you, 
vears ago, and it came very near disrupting the en- 
tire order. From that day to this the Pennsylvania 
grand lodge has been running its own affairs in 
Oo} position to general provisions of tié or- 
der, but the truth of the matter is 
that the supreme chancelioys were afraid to chal- 
lenge the right of so powerful a body, and so Penn- 
sylvania bad her wav. 

“But when Howard Douglas became supreme chan 
cellor, he began investigating the matter. He 
cured a copy of the constitution and laws of the 
Pennsylvaiuia lodge, and after satisfying himself 
that they were not in accordance with the constitu- 
tion of the order, he wrote Grand Ciancellor Colton, 
of Pennsylvania, and requested the grand lodge to 
take action in the matter. 

‘That was March, ’87. In August, the grand lodge 
of Pennsylvania mct, and instead of heeding the 
supreme chancellor's request, they deferred action 
indefinitely. The chancellor was served with a 
copy of their proceedings, and he notitied them that 
unless the o jectionable features, by him. pointed 
out, were attended to within thirty days, —— must 
ap before a special high court to answer charges. 
Nothing was dove in the way of repeal, and the 
court met in Cincinnati last Saturday. The grand 
lodge of Pennsylvania was represented by attorneys. 
They did not deny that the charges against them 
were true; they admitted that their laws were not 
in conformity tothe requirements of the order, but 
based their defense on the broad ground that they 
formed an institution, chartered by the state of 
Pennsylvania, and that they hada right to manage 
their own affairs, regardless of the 
supreme chancellor, and of the supreme 
lodge. They forced the issue. It was a painful 
question to decide, but it was one that we couldn't 
avoid. Every member of the high court was in 
favor of upholding the ey of the supreme loige 
and this could be done only by suspending the 
grand lodge of pager: tga You see, the grand 
lodges under the supreme lodge are 
just like the state governments  un- 
der the national government. Within certain 
limits, necessary for mutual safety and support, 
each grand lodge manages its internal affairs, shap- 
ing its constitution and its laws to meet special and 
local requirements. But the fundamental princi- 

les of the order must be carried out, even at the 
errible price we have paid for it.”’

lt was divorce day,and when the docket 
was sounded it was found to contain about 190 
cases. 

As only two more days can be given to the 
hearing of these cases, it is not likely that 
ve than one-half of them can be disposed 
of. 

Only five cases were heard yesterday, and 
they were wholly wanting in sensational fea- 
tures. 

The first case tried was thatof Julia San- 
ders vs. Henry B. Sanders. She alleged that 
her husband had deserted her. The jury 
quickly gave a verdict in her favor, the re- 
spondent being required to pay alimony. 

William Betts petitioned for a divorce from 
his wife, Frankie Betis. He charged her with 
infidelity. She contested the suit and denied 
the accusations against her, but the jury sus- 
tained the petition and granted a divorce. 

Viola V. Dillingham petitioned for a di- 
vorce from her husband, John Dillingham. 
She alleged that he was guilty of habitual 
drunkenness. The jury promptly decided in 
her favor. 

James E. Tate petitioned for a divorce from 
his wife Julia Tate. 
not virtuous before marriage. 
promptly decided against him, by refusing the 
divorce. 

Emma K. Wyly asked for a divoree from 
her husband Jefferson Wyly, on the ground 
that he was cruel to her and was habitually 
drunk. The jury granted the divorce. 

The court will resume the consideration of 
divorce suits this morning. 

Said a lawyer yesterday on the subject of di- 
vorees: ‘I find upon inquiry that many of the 
divorce cases now in court were brought by irre- 
sponsible and impecunious persons, who would 
have been deterred from bringing them if they 
had been forced to pay in advance the cost. 
The convention of clerks which met in Atlanta 
last summer took this question into considera- 
tion. It was fully discussed, and a committee 
was appointed to draw up a bill and lay it be- 
fore the general assembly. This was done and 
the matter was pressed by some of the ablest 
lawyers in the legislature. It was in the form 
of a bill requiring all petitions for divorce to 
prepay the cost. The senate passed it, and it 
would have gone through the house had the 
session not closed as soon as it did. It is my 
opinion that such a law should be enacted. It 
would certainly put a stop to the divorce busi- 
ness in large measure.”’ 

The visitors who go to the courtroom to hear 
sensational disclosures in the suits for divorce 
are oe It is the dryest kind of busi- 
ness. The lawyer for the libelant reads the 
petition and if the respondent does not demur 
the divorce is granted. In very few cases are 
any witnesses examined, and it rarely happens 
that the lawyers make arguments. The cases 
dismosed of yesterday were of the uninteresting 
sort. There are several cases awaiting trial, 
which are peculiarly sensational, and when 
they are reached some racy disclosures will be 
made. Itis not likely, however, that these 
cases will be reached today.

There was an application yesterday from 
William M. Gerrin, of Lumpkin county, who 
served in company A, Phillips Legion. <A bul 
let entered his head just behind his left ear 
at the battle of Fredericksburg and the 
doctors say by affidavit. attached to the 
application that the lead is now imbedded in 
his brain. Some time ago an application came 
in from a soldier in a certain county, to which 
the ordinary had aftixed his certificate, on the 
affidavit of a physician, that the left leg of the 
soldier had been rendered substantially useless 
by a wound received during the war. 

A letter has been received from the ordina- 
ry explaining that his certificate was simply 
given on the doctor’s aflidavit—that the leg of 
the soldier has not beenjrendered useless—that 
he walks without a stick or crutch and that he 
ean work his fields.
